The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L, STRANGB 


Dr. C. H Goulden, Senior Agri- 
cultural Scientist for the Dominion 
Ruet Research Laboratory, and an 
acknowledged International authori- 
ty on plant breeding, has kindly con- 
sented in this column this week to 
explain about the new Registered 
strains of rust resistant varieties. 
Thie is what Dr Goulden saye: 

“It is important for farmers to 
distinguish clearly between Certified 
and Registered stocks Whenanew 
variety isdistributed it may be Certi 
fied under the Plant Products Divi- 
sion of the Dominion Government, 
which establishes the correct identi- 
ty of the variety, but such varieties 
may not be Registered until they 
have hecome well-established 
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When varieties are Registered they 

ave been approved by Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association, and 
Foundation stoeks have been pro- 
duced by plant breeders and distri- 
buted to seed growers As a general 
tule Foundation stocks of new varies 
ties are produced by a process of se 
lection and testing covering a period 
of about three yeare, after which 
time they are increased for distribu- 
tion to seed growers, and are then 
multiplied by seed growers and dis- 
tributed to farmers as Registered 
seed 

The two varieties Renown and Ree 
gent are examples of varieties which 
have gone through this procedure, 
and in which definite improvement 
has resulted There is an improve- 
ment in yield, earliness, straw length, 
disease resistance and quality.’’
